SAFETY IN MUZZLING 

Rigidly Enforced Laws Can Stamp Out 
Hydrophobia in America 


Turn the facts loose and muzzle the 
dogs, says Dr. Martin Rogensburger. 
President State Board of Health, in cit¬ 
ing death certificates and newspaper re¬ 
ports to enforce the assertion that hy¬ 
drophobia should be legislated out ot 
California. 

“Four death certificates,’’ states Dr. 
Regensburger, “have been recently filed 
in Sacramento in which the cause ot 
death given is hydrophobia. Newspaper 
reports of dogs and other animals going 
mad have formed a large part of oui 
clipping-bureau returns for several 
months. There is much encouragement 
in the fact that the newspapers of the 
rallies- infected districts have not onlj 
reported the hydrophobia news exten¬ 
sively hut have vigorously upheld local 
health boards in the enforcement of muz¬ 
zling ordinances. 

“For the protection of their own fami¬ 
lies the owners of dogs should not only 
keep them muzzled but should also keep 
them off the streets. The danger is 
that a rallied dog from outside districts 
will pas-, through a town at night and 
bite a lot of street roamers with no 
one being the wiser. In this ease the 
dog that is tied up in the woodshed will 
continue to lie a safe pet. Even with 
the best of muzzles the dog that has 
been fighting with a rallied animal be¬ 
comes a serious menace to his child play¬ 
fellows and to the people who have to 
feed and water him. The most dan¬ 
gerous feature of all is that an infected 
dog is sometimes capable of infecting 
jieople with rabies for a period of two 
weeks or over before showing any symp¬ 
toms of the disease. Thus the child 
who scratches his hand on the animal s 
muzzle might he infected from the spit¬ 


tle and perhaps come down with the dis¬ 
ease before the dog did. 

“There are practically no cases where 
humans have been cured of hydrophobia 
after symptoms developed. But if taken 
in time the Pastelir treatment fails in 
only one-third of one per cent of the 
cases. Free treatments are shipped by 
mail on telegraphic application to the 
U. S. Public Health and Marine Hospi¬ 
tal. Washington, 1). C. But the eradica¬ 
tion of hydrophobia lies in legislation, 
and not in treatment of any kind. In 
England and other countries the disease 
lias been stamped out by rigidly enforced 
dog-muzzling ordinances.”
